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To  the  Mayor,  Aldermen  and  Councillors  of  the  Borough  of  Llanidloes. 


Gentlemen, 

It  is  my  duty  to  present  to  you  the  Annual  Report  for  19 65 
on  the  health  and  sanitary  conditions  in  your  Borough.  It  contains 
information  requested  by  the  Welsh  Board  of  Health  Circular  l/66. 

NATIONAL  ASSISTANCE  ACT  t 1947  SECTION  47 

This  deals  with  the  removal  from  their  homes  of  people, 
generally  elderly,  who  are  living  in  unsanitary  conditions  and  who 
are  unable  to  look  after  themselves  and  who  are  not  receiving  help 
from  others  and  are  in  such  a state  that  their  conditions  are  prejudicial 
to  their  health. 

This  action  is  only  taken  after  much  consideration  and 
persuasion  of  the  person  concerned  to  voluntarily  go  to  a home  for  the 
aged,  or  to  receive  the  services  of  a home  help.  It  is  in  connection 
with  such  cases  that  one  feels  indebted  to  the  stalwart  women  employed 
by  the  Home  Help  Service  who  carry  out  these  duties,  sometimes  under 
most  trying  circumstances. 

No  action  under  this  Section  was  taken  in  1965. 

VITAL  STATISTICS. 

There  were  31  live  births  giving  a rate  of  13. 08  per  1,000 
population  compared  with  an  average  of  14.95  per  1,000  for  the  whole 
County  and  compared  with  16.17  per  1,000  in  1964. 

Of  these  two  were  illegitimate  births s there  were  3 home 
confinements,  no  still  births  and  one  premature  birth. 


There  was  one  infant  death,  a girl  who  died  at  2 days,  the  cause 
beingprematurity.  This  gives  an  infantile  mortality  rate  of  32.3  per 
1,000  live  births  compared  with  25.6  per  1,000  in  1964. 

There  were  58  deaths  giving  a death  rate  of  24.57  per  1,000 
population  compared  with  a County  average  of  12.93  per  1,000  and  with 
15.74  per  1,000  in  1964.  ' 

I would  again  point  out  the  reason  for  this  apparently  high 
death  rate  for  the  Borough.  It  is  due  to  the  fact  that  the  chronic 
sick  unit  is  situated  within  the  Borough  and  a death  occurring  there  is 
ascribed  to  the  Borough  if  that  patient  has  been  in  the  unit  for  six 
months  or  more;  If  under  six  months  the  death  is  transferred  to  the  district 
where  the  patient  normally  lived. 

Of  these  58  deaths,  36  were  over  the  age  of  75  yrs. 

WATER  SUPPLY 

A detailed  report  about  the  water  supply  will  be  found  further 
on  in  the  report  and  has  been  supplied  by  the  Montgomeryshire  Water  Board 
which  is  responsible  for  water  supplies  in  the  Borough.  The  water  is 
regularly  sampled  every  month  by  the  Borough's  Public  Health  Inspector, 
of  these,  one  was  unsatisfactory  and  it  was  found  that  the  chlorinating 
plant  had  been  out  of  action  at  the  time  the  sample  was  taken. 

SEWERAGE 

Routine  maintenance  of  the  sewers  was  carried  out,  silt  was  removed 
from  the  manholes  and  the  sewerage  farm  was  maintained.  For  several  years  now 
the  Council  have  planned  new  sewerage  disposal  works  to  replace  the  existing 
sewerage  farm,  which  is  not  altogether  satisfactory.  It  is  disappointing 
that  progress  on  this  scheme  is  so  slow.  The  scheme  includes  a new  disposal 
works,  new  storm  water  overflows  and  the  relaying  of  some  of  the  main  sewers. 

It  is  appreciated  that  much  technical  information  is  required  but  it  is  to 
be  hoped  that  some  constructive  progress  can  soon  be  made. 

REFUSE  COLLECTION 

This  is  a satisfactory  service  and  the  tip  at  Pempompren  is  well 
maintained. 


PUBLIC  CONVENIENCES. 


( 


The  public  conveniences  at  the  Gro  and  behind  the  Town  Hall 
were  completed  in  1965.  They  have  proved  very  satisfactory  and  received 
much  favourable  comment. 

Unfortunately  they  are  occasionally  subjected  to  vandalism. 

HOUSING. 

No  council  houses  were  built  during  1965>  but  plans  were 
prepared  for  10  detached  bungalows  on  the  Well  Lane  site. 

Plans  were  prepared  for  a block  of  12  flats  at  Peagaelau 
and  the  replacing  of  20  temporary  bungalows  by  15  permanent  ones. 

The  Council  has  also  considered  the  development  of  Brook  Street 
with  16  maisonettes  and  old  people's  flats  and  8 flats  at  Church  Place, 
but  the  land  has  not  yet  been  obtained. 

Five  houses  were  built  privately. 

Under  slum  clearance  proposals  15  houses  were  demolished, 

4 houses  closed  and  5 houses  were  made  fit  after  informal  action. 

There  was  one  application  for  a discretionary  grant  to 
improve  a property  and  this  was  approved. 

INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 

Measles  appears  to  occur  in  epidemic  proportions  every  other 
year  and  1965  was  an  epidemic  year.  102  cases  of  measles  we re  notified 
No  other  infectious  disease  was  notified  and  there  were  no  reported 
cases  of  food  poisoning. 

FLOODING 

On  the  morning  of  December  9th,  1965  the  river  level  at  the 
Long  Bridge  garage  was  at  the  6ft  level  following  continuous  heavy 
overnight  rain.  The  river  rose  steadily  and  at  noon  reached  the  8ft  level 
and  remained  at  this  height  until  2.45p.m.  During  this  period  Nos.l  - 4 
Kington  Cottages  and  2 and  3 Frankwell  became  flooded  by  river  water. 

The  culvert  in  Brook  Street  became  blocked  due  to  a 5 gallon  petrol  tin 
becoming  jammed  under  the  drainage  pipe  and  some  flood  water  poured  into 
Brook  Street  and  Victoria  Avenue. 

At  3p.m.  the  river  began  to  fall  and  despite  continuing  rain,  it  did  not 
rise  above  the  8ft  level  afterwards. 

Some  properties  in  Victoria  Avenue  became  flooded  by  water  rising  underneath 
the  floor  with  the  rising  of  the  river  level. 

I would  like  to  thank  Mr. Williams  and  the  other  members  of  the 
staff  for  the  assistance  which  they  are  always  ready  and  willing  to  give 
and  to  state  my  appreciation  of  the  interest  of  the  Members  of  the 
Council  in  the  work  of  the  Public  Health  Department.
